Ernest I,. March, wealthy business 
man and Lexington' furniture dealer, 
was shot fatally In the yard of The 
Brittling, an apartment hduse which 
he owned in that city, by Oeorge Rose. 
66 years old, a constable,^ at 4:16. 
o'clock, Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. M.irch died at the St Joseph's 
ho.spital twenty minutes later. He In 
4ft ycara old. ami liis widow was Miss 
Eva Mobs, a former May.sville woman. 

Rose refused to make any statement 
regarding the'ahootlng. Shortly before 
5 o'clock he was moved ^to the county 
Jail by Detective Dudley Veal, and 
Patrolman Carl Woodward. On his snr 
render to police a charge of malicioiii 
shooting was placed against him, 
which was changed to murder, follow 
Ing March's death at the hospital. 

The shooting, which resulted in ths 
death .of March Is the outcome of an 
assault which March la alleged to have 
committed against Rose's granddaug^- 
ter, Mary Margaret Rose. I4-year-ol I 
girl, on charge of which March wr ; 
under iudirtmcnt in the K.iyotte circu l 
court. 

March's trial was set for .Monda\. 
October 11. 

G. P. Morrison a coal man who re- 
sides at "The Brittling apartmenta, was 
In the yard at the time the shooting 
occurred and was but a short distance 
away from the principals 

"Don't do that," was the only excla- 
mation March made before he wii i 
shot, according to Mr. Morrison, wh') 
made an effort to grab Rose after he 
had flred the first shot' 

In describing the shooting, Mr. Mor 
risen said: 

"I was standing in the front yard 
and Mr. March was at the side of the 
house talking with a* man from the 
telephone comiKiny whu was flxinu; tin.' 
wires leading Into the house l henr<l 
Mr. March exclaim, 'Don't do that,' and 
looked up and aaw a man advanctn>; 
across *he lawn with a revolver In hi i 
hands." 

"As Mr. March said this the man 
poncd fire, and Mr. March staggered 
around the tree I made a Rrah for th 
man but ihNsimI liini and he followcil 
Mr. .March around the tree and shot 
him several times more. Mr. Marcl 
toll to the ground and the man Immedi- 
ately walked down the atreet" 

Fire Chief Ruliff Newell and Mt-. 
Daniel Shafer, of this city, were in 
the ncli;hlxirho()d at the time of the 
hooting and reached the scene before 
Mr. March was removed to the ho! 
plUl. 

The 'Cause. 
Mrs. Ben Tucker, mother of M8ry 
Margareet Rose, made this statement 
Thursday afternoon: 

•While Mary Margaret was work 
Ing at the drug store where she was 
employed a woman came to the soda 
fountain one morning and after pur 
chasing a drink asked Just how much 
money she was making at her present 
employment On being told |12 a week 
the woman stated that ahe knew where 
she could get more money and the 
work would be easier. My danghter 
Inquired where such a position was 
open, and the woman reijlied 'at Mt, 
E. L. March's.' 

During her. noon hour she went to 
the store on Weii Misln street Mr 
March was standing at the door and at 
the Inquiry for work, replied: 'Oh, yes 
I remember the woman who spoke to 
you.' They started, she thought to his 
office. Getting on the? elevator. Mary 
Margaret and Mr. March went to the 
third floor and they walked from the 
rear of the building toward the front, 
where the attack took plaoe. 

"Mr. March threatened her If she 
told and offered bar flO, wUoh she 
refused."

Because the train cariyiri>; tlie dis- 
tinguished speakers scheduled for tiie 
big Republican rally here Thursday 
afternoon, was more than an hour and 
a half late, pUus .tor the rally were 
greatly interefered with and the 
speakers were unable to leave their 
train to come to the court house 
square as had been planned. 

That tho great number of people in 
the city would not be entirely disap- 
pointed, however, the local Republican 
leaders obtained the railroad pom- 
pany's permission to hold the train for 
16 minutee at the local depot and a 
great crowd gathered there to hear the 
addresses of these prominent visitors. 

Governor .Morrow presented Colonel 
Theodore Roosevelt, Introducing him 
as a Real Roosevelt.

He resembles 
his great father in many ropects and 
It was quite a di.'»appointmcnt that he 
could not speak longer. 

Governor Morrow, In his usual cus- 
tom, pleased his audience. He too flay- 
ed the League of Nations, the cam- 
paign's chief Issue aind again 'brbuight 
to the attention of the voters that Eng- 
land, through her colonies was given 
si.'C votes in tho assembly Ici .America's 
one vote. He showed tliat .\merica was 
pot In the same class with Slam and 
Hadjaz when It came to Its voting pow- 
er In the assembly. It was quite un- 
fortunate that the trali^ pulled* out be- 
fore the Governor, waa able to ilnlsU 
his talk.

Collsse Of Agriculture Offers 8bort 
Course to the Study of Lire Stopk 
That Sbould AttfMt Kany. 

Lexington, Ky. —A study of beet and 
dairy oattle, sheep and swine will be 
offered to the student In tbe short 

course in iiractical farniinK to he given 
by the College of Agriculture, begin- 
ning November I Dairy eattle and 
sheep win be studieJ the first time and 
beet oaUle and swine the second, 
There are on the Experiment Station 
farm herds of Hereford, Shorthorn, 
Holsteln, Jersey and Guernsey cattle; 
Berkshire, Duroc-Jersey, and Poland 
China hogs niul flocks of Southdown, 
Hampshire, Cheviot and Shropshire 
sheep and Individual repreaentativaa 
of other breeds. 

The origin, history and development 
of the more important breeds of Uve- 
atoclF with special reference to their 
adaptation to Kentucky conditions will 
be offered In the aiiimar husbandry 
cour.so.'<. Till' coursi' in iirineiiiles of 
feeding ouilirai es an elcnieiiiary study 
of dlgeMiion anil assimilation and the 
use gf digestible nutriments in the 
production of bone, muscle, fat, milk, 
and work. Training will be given in 
the compounding of rations for dif- 
ferent kinds of animals and a study 
will be made of the feed stuffs grown 
on the farm and offered to the general 
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or local market, 

A more advanced study of feeds anfl 
their relation to livestock management 
will be offered in the .course on live- 
stock feadli^ which la' given the sec- 
on4 term. Feeding experimenfii will 
be toveatigated and observations made 
aa to the feeding and care of the pure 
bred livestock as well as the various 
feeding experiments In progress on 
the Experiment Station farm. Tbe 
study in feeding will be directed by 
B. J. Wilford. * 

A systematie stnOy bt feeding, care 
and housing of beef cattle for the 
market and for feeding purposes will 
be made under the direction of .1. C. 
Grimes, and the students will get the 
benefit of careful esperimqgawblch 
have been carried on with^||||( beef 
cattle. The fitting, care and manage- 
ment of breeding and fat cattle for the 
sale and ahow ring will be given atteir- 
tion. The student's laboratory will 
consist of practical work in the care 
and handling of beef cattle. 

The production, growing, fitting, fin- 
ishing and marketing of sheep and 
swine will form to interestlpg course 
of study ilk the trheep and pork pro- 
duction course.

POPUUTHWOFTK 
U. S. SHOWS ONLY 
A SW INCREASE 

liicrrast' of Population In Oontlnental 
I ultod iitates Is But UJt Per Cent 
8laee tlw T««r ItHb BvwmA - 

Washington, Oot. 8.— The 19» popu- 
lation or the Contlnontul United States 
was uiinounceii Thursday by the cen- 
sus Bureau as 106,688^08. This is an 
increase of 13,710,842, or 14.9 per cent, 
since 1910. 

Today's total does nbt iilolude the 
poiiulalions of outlying possessions, 
which will be announced as soon as 
the llgures for Alaska and the mili- 
tary and naval services abroad are 
tabulated. 

It ia esUmated, however, that those 
possessions have 12,260,000 Inhabitants 
so the total number of peraona living 
under the American flag ia in round 
numbers 118,000,000. 

The figures for the Continental 
United States compare with 91,972,266 
ten years ago and 75.994,576 twenty 
years ago. 

The increase (or the last decade, ' 
however, fell 2,266,849, or 6.1 per cent, 
below that of the preoeding decade. 
' Director Rogers of the Census Bu- 
reau. In a formal atatcinent, attributed 
this reduction to the almost complete 
stoppogo of iiiiniigatlon during the 
World War, an increase In emigration 
during the same period, deaths In the 
Influensa epldeStics of 1917-18 and war 
casualties. 

The statement noted that the trend 
of population from the country to the 
city had been accentuated greatly 
since IfllO. For'the first time In the 
coiiMlry's hlHtory, It said, more than 
halt the entire population now is liv- 
ing In urban territory.
